Tuberculosis Fight Must Be Supported 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
AGAIN WE remind y ou Bt this 
Thanksg iving season of the im­ 
portance of supporting the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association in 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
q uestions of g eneral interest 
only , and then only throug h 
his column. 


its fig ht on tuberculosis. That is 
a war that must g o forward no 
matter what other wars are on 
hand. It has paid g ood dividends 
and will continue to do so. 
I mentioned y esterday that the 
fea sons for our success in combat­ 
ing tuberculosis were several: im­ 
proved 
methods 
of 
diag nosis, 
earlier treatment, more beds in 
tuberculosis sanitaria, and active 
case finding . 
The active case finding is still 
only partially carried out. When 
we hav e an opportunity to ex ­ 
amine nearly all o f the members 
o f o ne generatio n, as we had re­ 
cently in the army ex aminations, 
we do a fairly thoroug h job, but 
we ex amined o nly the male mem­ 
ber* o f the generatio n, (with the 
ex ceptio n o f o ur comrades the 
WACs, WAVES, etc.), and there 
weren't eno ugh o f them to do a 
tho ro ugh job. 
All Sho ald Be Ex amined 
Wa ex amine, it is true, the stu­ 
dents that enter o ur universities, 
the applicants for jobs in most 
industries and factories, but still 
this is no t a tho ro ugh enoug h job. 
Wa sho uld o rganize to ex amine 
ev ery perso n in the country to see 
whether any tuberculo sis is pres­ 
ent o r no t 
In that way we eould eliminate 
it because we co uld eliminate the 
so urce. Which means that with 
the ex ceptio n of a few cases of 
bo v ine tuberculo sis still trans­ 


mitted by milk, tuberculosis Is 
contracted by one person from 
another person who is an active 
case. 
Most o f these infections o ccur 
in infancy and childhood. 
A per­ 
fectly innocent and doting parent, 
brother or sister, unaware that 
they have the g erms in their 
saliva and their breath, g ives the 
infection to the y oung est member 
of the household. It probably 
doesn’t show up for 20 y ear* o r 
more. 
Tuberculosis 
is 
a 
v ery 
slowly developing disease. But in 
most instances when y ou find an 
active case in a person o f 20 y ou 
can trace it back to the childhood 
infection 
by parent, bro ther o r 
sister. 
Facta Mo st Be Faced 
These are not pleasant facts 
to face, but they are fact* and if 
I we are to rid the world of tuber­ 
culosis we must accept them and 
act upon them. 
Some weeks ago in this column 
I stated that an adult was in little 
dang er of g etting tuberculosis. 
Several people wrote me protest­ 
ing this, among them the director 
of the National Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation. and I ag ree that I prob­ 
ably put the subject too strong ly . 
It is true that since our g reat ad­ 
vances in the conq uest of tuber­ 
culosis we are finding a different 
reaction g roup among the y oung 
adult population. In other words, 
we eliminated so much tubercu­ 
losis since twenty y ears ago that 
they were never ex posed in child­ 
hood but only in adult life. 
This means, of course, that we 
should make freq uent ex amina­ 
tions on nurses in tuberculosis 
hospitals, medical students and 
others. It is another method of 
case finding in a limited and defi­ 
nitely ex posed g roup.
